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DEATH ON THE STREETS 


The second tragic death of a young child 


in recent months on our city streets as a re 
suit of motor vehicle mishaps comes as a 
very severe shock lo the entire community. 


This fatality which occurred on Sunday as 


the result of a bicycle and bus collision in 
the uptown section of the city brings great 
hardship at home in our civilian life to add 
to the brutality in warfare. 


These deaths should serve further notice 


to children and parents alike that the great 
danger to life and limb on the highways con- 
tinues despite gasoline ration. Today in the 
average city, a child who runs in the street 
or the cyclist who ventures into arterial traf- 
fic ways and streets takes his life in his 
hands. 


Bicycles have replaced some automobiles 


as a means of transportation here with the 
result that there are more bicycle riders on 
the streets now than formerly. 
Whether 


bicycling to work or to school or for fun, the 
safe thing to do is to obey all traffic laws. 
Bicycle riders are required to obey local 
traffic laws, including regulations governing 
traffic lights, stop signs and riding on the 
right side of the streets. 


The laws were passed for the purpose of 


protecting the bicycle, rider, pedestrian and 
the motorists. All should consider it a duty 
'to do their part to obey the laws and to pre- 
vent accidents. 


The importance of complying with all the 


laws governing traffic might be impressed 
upon bicyclists with the enforcement of the 
laws. 


There are also state laws governing bi- 


cycles being operated on public highways. 
They call for adequate brakes, steering' me- 
chanism in good order, suitable bell or horn 
and front and rear reflectors and a lighted, 
lamp on the front. 


BOYS FROM BOYS TOWN 


Once in a while a communication reaches 


this desk from Father Flanagan's Boys 
Town, in Nebraska, where homeless, aban- 
doned boys of any race or creed are fed, shel- 
tered and educated. This time it prints seven 
letters from boys overseas. One has been 
given the Silver Star, Purple Heart and a 
certificate from the British Admiralty. The 
ship and crew to which another belonged 
were awarded the Presidential Citation. He 
wrote: "The Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
and several very high admirals are coming 
aboard tomorrow to present the Citation. I 
assure you, Father, it will be something to 
brag about in future years." Another writes: 


"It is easy for me to follow directions be- 


cause I was taught the necessity of discipline 
at Boys Town. The same goes for physical 
training in the Army, as I was taught the 
need of a clean, well-developed body and 
mind. I also learned how to study and be- 
came conscious of the need of an education 
to progress in later life. I have seen many 
boys come here from civilian life—from good 
homes, too—who are hard to handle. 1 feel 
sorry for them because they have missed 
some very fine anil necessary training." 


So go the letters, informal, friendly, grate- 


ful for Boys Town. As the twig is bent, the 
tree's inclined. It is not luxury and indul- 
gence that wake fine people. It's firmness 
with kindness, solid cdticaJion together with 
confidence of Ihe ddcrs in a boy's power for 
good.

AVOIDING GAS MtESSURE 


It has been found that about 2 of every 3 indi- 


viduals past middle age have some dislurbanoc of 
the gall bladder. This does, not mean thnt the gall 
bladder should be removed because even where 
there are stones in the gall bladder only a small 
percentage need to undergo operation. However, 
where gall bladder is slow in emptying or gall stones 
arc present which interfere to some extent with the 
emptying of the gall bladder by not allowing enougli 
bile to How out of the gall bladder at meal time, 
there will be various symptoms present. The com- 
monest symptom of gall bladder disturbance is gas 
formation both in stomach and lirst part of small 
intestine into which the stomach empties its partly 
digested food. There is a "bloated" heavy feeling 
and sometimes the abdomen will measure three or 
four inches more than its noivuil size. 


What is needed is either more bile from the Rail 


bladder or less food for Ihc bile to work on after 
it is emptied out of the stomach into small intes- 
tine. 


So valuable is bile that when the sail bladder 


empties after a meal, about SO per cent goes back 
to the liver after doing its work on the food in the 
small intestine. The liver is then able to use this 
bile over again. 


The food most difficult lo digest is fat food of 


any kind,—butter, cream, egg yolks, fat meat. 
Fat 


food requires for digestion the rich bile from the 
gall bladder which is ten times as rich or concen- 
trated as- the bile manufactured in the liver and 
sent directly to small intestine instead of being 
concentrated In the gall bladder. 


What should these middle aged individuals with 


much gas, bloating, and distress in abdomen do to 
prevent these symptoms? 


They should eat small meals, even 4 or 5 a day 


because this will require less bile from the gall 
bladder and they should eat foods requiring smaller 
amounts of gall bladder bile for digestion. 


They should eat fresh lean meal, chicken or 


white fish every day. cooked green vegetables fresh 
'ruits. 


They should avoid sail, canned, preserved, and 


spiced meats and fish, corned beef, pork, fat bacon. 
;oose, sardines in oil, cabbage, cauliflower, alcoholic 
and malt drinks, pie, pastry, fats, oils, rich soups. 
fried foods.
